As He Wins 
Mayor’s Race 


Buena Vista Man Wins Elec. 
tion But Dies Before Votes 
Are Counted. 


Cotumbes, Ga., December 5.—(P)— 5 
Joseph J. Dunham, former candidate | 
for congress and prominent citizen of 
Marion county, died suddenly this aft- 
ernoon just as the polls closed, after 
he had been elected mayor of Buena 
Vista, Ga. As clerks and managers 
were preparing to count the ballots at 
the courthouse at Buena Vista, Judge 
Dunham, who had conducted a strenu- 
ous campaign, asked for a chair and 
sat down to await the announcement 
of the result. Immediately upon tak- 
ing his seat, his head fell backward 
and he died instantly, without speak- 
ing another word. 

The counting of the votes proceed- 
ed and it was found that Mr. Dunham 
had been elected mayor of Buena 
Vista over George R. Lowe by a ma- 
jority of 36 votes. : 

Mr. Dunham had been in ill health 
several years and it was believed that 
his active campaign for the mayoralty 
hastened his death. He won his race, 
but did not live long enough to learn 
that he had been elected. 

Mr. Dunham, who was 68 years 
old, was a well-known citizen in this 
section of the state. He was a candi- 
date for congress from the fourth 


Georgia district in 1917 to succeed 
Judge" W. C. Adamson.

Another -record of cutting down ex- 
penditures was published today by 
Secretary Work, who, in his annual 
report showed that the interior de- 
partment Jast year spent $27,709,408 
less than during the preceding year. 

The record also showed that during 
the past four years operating costs for 
the départment had been cut by a 
total of $131,331,871, and that the 
force of permanent employees had been 
reduced by 2,722, notwithstanding an 
increase in the functions delegated to 
the department. 

Along with the accomplished redue- 
tion in the expenditures of money 
Secretary Work urged that similar 
ecOnomy be permitted in the use of 
natural resources. Calling attention 
to overproduction of oil and the exist- 
ing prices, the report emphasized the 
importance of legislation vesting? the 
secretary with discretion in the matter 
of leasing and developing the oil re- 
sources of the Osage reservation in 
Oklahoma, a portion of which must be 
leased reali 2 regardless of market 
conditions,
